‘Blue Law’ Makes fo r Grim Christmas 


Co unty Officia ls Refute Cha rg es 
Co nflicting Opinio ns o n ‘Mig rant Justice’

The claim that police in­ 
vestigation of cases of violence 
among m igrant farm workers 
“ aren’t investigated as carefully 
as others” has been strongly 
denied 
by 
Senior 
BCI 
In­ 
vestigator Michael Lisman of 
the Hurley State Police. 
The charge was leveled by 
Mrs. 
Katherine 
Gordon, 
co­ 
director 
of 
Ulster 
County 
Friends of the Farm Worker 
(UCFFW), 
who 
also 
had 
c o m p l a i n t s against other 
governmental agencies in Ulster 
County . 
“ There is no such thing as 


investigating any thing on a 50 
per cent level.” Lisman told 
The Freeman. “ All cases are 
investigated 
in 
the 
sam e 
fashion.” 
Lisman 
ex plained 
that 
all 
i n v e s t i g a t i v e reports are 
carefully scrutinized by him and 
by others in positions of higher 
responsibility 
in 
the 
State 
Police. “No report slips through 
allowing slipshod investigation.” 
he said. 
Ulster 
County 
District 
At­ 
torney Francis J. Vogt told The 
Freem an 
that 
he 
has 
no 
knowledge of cases involving 
m agrant workers which were 
not investigated as carefully as 
others. 


Vogt 
did ex plain, 
however, 
that problems oftep arise in the 
disposition of cases involving 
the m igrant laboreres. who are 
usually in Ulster County only 
during the summer months. He 
said 
that when 
his offce 
is 
prepared to indict a person in 
such cases, it is often ‘six or 
seven months” after the crime 
is committed and “not a witness 
can be found.” since the wit­ 
nesses. often m igrants them ­ 
selves. have gone to another 
part of the country . 
According to Vogt, the only 
recourse 
is to 
hold 
such 
a 
person as a m aterial witness, 
which could result in his being 


kept in jail for six or seven 
months, even though he had 
committed no crime. This of­ 
ficials 
are 
reluctant 
to 
do, 
ex cept in ex trem e cases such 
avS homicide. 
To 
alleviate 
this 
problem, 
which 
could 
result 
in 
the 
assailant escaping punishment, 
many cases of assault among 
m igrants in which the victim 
recovers' 
are 
handled 
as 
q uickly as possible” in Town 
Justice courts. Vogt said. In 
such courts the assailant can 
be sentenced to a max imum of 
one y ear in jail, not as lengthy 
a sentence as he might receive 
in other courts. “ But otherwise 


the assailant might get off scot- 
free for lack of witnesses.” Vogt 
said. 
Mrs. Gordon also said that 
migrants have been met with 
delay s. 
rudeness 
and 
in­ 
sufficient supplements from the 
Ulster County Social Services 
Department. 
Social Services Commissioner 
Bernhardt K ram er denied such 
claims. “ We’re alway s willing 
ti> cooperate.” he said, “but we 
have to work within the limits 
of the law.” 
Krarher ex plained that this 
past summer field offices were 
set up by his departm ent so 
the migrants wouldn’t be forced 


to come into Kingston.

L a w 
enforcement,

There are Federal laws which 
cov er crim es that are based 
on consp iracies originating in 
one state bu t actu ally carried 
ou t in another « action of the 
cou ntry .

crime and now is becoming

concerned

The illegal traffic in 
narcotics entering the United 
States from abroad is one of 
the most trou blesome of all.

Once the resp onsibilities of

SEATTLE (AP) — Andrea 
Mangold has filled her shopping 
cart during 
the

months in IS stores where she's 
paid for hardly a thing. 
Instead, two of the stores 
may have to pay fines for sell­ 
ing unsafe toys discovered on 
the shelves by Mrs. Mangold. A 
mother of three, she is an un­ 
paid consumer deputy under a 
pilot program for the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. 
Under the experiment, con­ 
sumer volunteers in San Fran 
cisco, Chicago, Atlanta, Phila 
delphia 
and 
Seattle 
inspect 
stores to see 1f they’re carrving 
sny of some 800 toys banned as 
unsafe. 
The Seattle office of the FDA 
said that, since the project was 
started Aug. 15. consumer dep 
uties have checked 6.000 chil­ 
dren’s toys in 78 stores. One or 
more types of banned articles 
were found in 60 per cent of the 
stores, the FDA reported. 
In a suburban discount house 
Sunday. Mrs. Mangold took less 
than an hour to fill her cart 
with toys she said could cause 
an infant to choice to death, se 
riously injure a baby’s* mouth 
or pinch and puncture a childs’ 
skin. 
“Some of the managers will 
get down on their hands and 


'mees checking toys with me,’’ 
she said. 
But that wasn’t quite the case 
with two store managers who 
she said refused to remove the 
prohibited playthings. They will 
be visited by FDA inspectors 
and 
warned 
that 
continued 
sales of the offending items will 
be subject to action under the 
Hazardous Substances Act. 
Mrs. Mangold said consumer 
deputies don’t stop with the list 
of toys known to be dangerous. 
“I continually find tovs that 
aren’t on the list but that I find 
potentially 
dangerous 
to 
a 
child.” she said. 
“I pull them off the shelves 
and show them to the manager. 
Some take them 
off. 
others 
won’t. I pay for a toy like that 
and turn it over to the FDA for 
testing.” 
She said she also finds that 
some banned toys have been 
disguised by the manufacturer 
or distributor by pasting a new 
identification number over the 
number on the FDA blacklist. 
Mrs. Mangold held Up a rub 
ber squeaker doll to illustrate 
the point. 
“See.” she said, 
“old number and new number 
-- and that squeaker plug is 
still there for a baby to get at 
and choke on. Its’
